TUB mOPOSKD AMENDMENT* 


TO OVA MTATF COS- 


8T1TUTION. 


The Tnacarora Times-Esview pub- 


lishes the subjoined cocoise state 
ment of the proposed amendments 
to oar State Constitution upon which 
the voters of the Slate will be called 
upon to act at the nest geuoral 
election. As the Tim°s suggests, iu 
the hr.at and excitement of the Presi- 
dential campaign uest year it is not 
improbable that this important mat- 
ter will be lost sight of, aud nine out 
of ten of all the votes cast will in 
faot express no opinion whatever, 
voters not having 'given th« subject 
due consideration cannot aud will 
not 
vote 
unjleretaDdingly. 
The 


question of calling a constitutional 
jonrention will also be submitted at 
the same lime, and if that proposition 
o irries there will be no need of these 
amendments. 
If voters think these 


amendments sufficient they will yott 
down the ca.l for a convention. At 
all events it is the duty of every vo 
ter to keep these matters prominently 
in view so that when the tiue comes 
he will be enabled to express bis 
opinion at the poles intelligently 
Following ia a synopsis of the pro- 
posed amendments : 


Section 
II 
of Article IV is 


amended, changing the time of the 
convening of the Legislature from 
the first Monday in January to the 
first Monday in February. This IB 
for the purpose of giving the State

sense that an aot of Congress ia; that 
is until it ia abrogated or suspended 
by a later aot of Congress. 
On any 


subject within its sphere, Congress 
may pass a law violating overy clause 
of an existing treaty. 
The enact 


ment of such a law may amount to a 
flagrant breach of faith with a for 
eign power, bnt its constitutionality 
cannot be questioned oc the ground 
that it ia in conflict with a treaty. 
The issue thus raised is one for the 
Government of Congress, not the 
Couits to deal with."
